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Miceli wins 


For Jim Miceli, it was a victory 
long in the making. He defeated three 
other men in Tuesday’s Democratic 
primary, in effect winning the elec- 
tion for the vacancy in the House of 
Representatives in the General Court 
of Massachusetts. 

Miceli pulled 1573 votes in 
Wilmington. His principal opponent, 
Robert Cain, tallied 1313. For Kevin 
McKelvey there were 169, and for 
Thomas Marden, 59. 

The Billerica vote was light, with 
139 votes for Miceli, 79 for Cain and 67 
for McKelvey 

Warm August sunshine and a field 
of four local candidates produced a 
strong turnout of 3114 voters in 
Wilmington. The scene outside thé 
polls at Wilmington High School was 
lively all day. 

Electioneering was quite heavy, 
with dozens of people carrying signs

Three young men and a juvenile girl 
are awaiting trial in Woburn District 
Court, and Inspector Dan Ballou is 
sporting a black eye after a wild 
weekend mele on Burlington Avenue.

The driver of the car remained a 
fugitive until Monday morning, when 
he turned himself in at Woburn 
District Court. 

On Saturday afternoon, a friend of 
the subject drove past the scene of the 
incident and stopped at a nearby 
house. He was confronted by Officers 
James Burke and James Rooney, who 
asked the whereabéuts of the fugitive 

The youth replied that he did not 
‘know. 


Officer Burke asked for the license 
and registration, and handed them to 
Rooney who began an inspection of 
the youth’s car. Words were exchang- 
ed and a fight between Rooney and the 
youth followed. The youth was hand- 
cuffed and taken to the police station 
where he was charged with assault 
and battery on an officer, and 
threatening. 

In Woburn District Court on Mon- 
day morning, he pleaded innocent to 
the charges and announced intentions 
of pursuing charges against Rooney. 

Rooney claimed that the youth kick- 
ed him in the leg. The youth, on his 
release from the police station, bore 
scrapes on both elbows, finger marks 
on his neck, a cut lip, and hair pulled 
out in the back.

the car which had been reported as 
having been stolen, driving northerly 
toward Tewksbury.

A magic act took place at 
Wilmington High School last 
weekend; a razzle-dazzle surprise 
show that left you breathless. 

It's too bad so few were around to 
see it. 

‘The Merrimack Valley Players, a 
neophyte group, produced their first 
play Friday and Saturday nights at 
Barrows Auditorium. 

You know how those first tries are. 
Well, that’s the magic. This one was a 
hit. 

What began as a slow-moving 
remake of an old play quickly turned 
into a sparkling performance full of 
rousing action. No matter how well 
you knew the plot, you couldn't help 
roaring at the antics of Frank Duggan 
as irascible brother Teddy, or trembl- 
ing at the icy, evil purr of ghoulish 
brother Jonathan, portrayed by Jerry 
Robbins. 

A somewhat draggy first scene 
picked up considerably when Mor- 
timer (Mark Matarese) discovered a 
dead body in the window seat and con- 
fronted his aunts with the knowledge. 

Hardly disconcerted, Aunt Abby 
(Donna Gould) and Aunt Martha 
(Carol Adams) patiently explained 
their unique serviee for elderly 
gentlemen: one teaspoon of arsenic, 
one teaspoon of strychnine and one 
glass of elderberry wine. The results 
were eternal peace for the gents and 
12 bodies in the cellar. 

While Aunt Abby and Aunt Martha, 
fussed and fidgeted admirably, Mor- 
timer, the image of outraged proprie- 
ty, was the catalyst. He kept the ac- 


tion going until the arrival of the real 
bad guys, the gruesome twosome of 
Robbins & Peters. 

Brother Jonathan (Jerry Robbins) 
and his traveling plastic surgeon, Dr. 
Einstein (Jerry Peters) upset the 
aunts’ funeral plans somewhat. They 

“had a body of their own to bury. 

Both gave fine performances 

Robbins, with his slick, rolling 
voice is a master of the art of the 
pregnant pause. Only 17 years old, he 
is almost a pro with near-perfect con- 
centration. 

Jerry Peters, already loved by local 
audiences for his portrayal of Jud in 
“Oklahoma” and of Tevya in “Fiddler 
On the Roof,” rose to this new 
challenge with chutzpah. Comedy, it 
seems, is his bag. 

Gisele Gauthier did a fine job ina 
minor role as Mortimer’s fiancee. Ex- 
cellent performances were also given 
by Matarese and Al Fairbrother, 
whose apt direction was visible 
throughout the play. 

‘The set was well-designed and well- 
executed, a touch of Victoriana in 
fetching tones of pink and brown. 

There were a few technical 
problems. For example; the two dead 
bodies actually seen on the stage must 
have been twins, for they were both 
the same person. But then how many 
corpses can an amateur group have 
lying around backstage anyway? 

On the whole, however, what this 
show lacked in polish, it made up for 
in excitement. In the words of Mor- 
timer Brewster, “It was quite a 
honey!"’

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Ask the Umpire 


Pro styles and 
player violence 


by Dave Magee Sports Editor's note: In this week's 
Ask the Umpire, Magee answers a fan's question on 
the different styles of the National and American 
League professional baseball umpires. Baseball isn't 
Supposed to be a violent game, but at times an in- 
dividual’s actions can cause the game to get out of 
hand. It is the umpire’s job to keep the game under 
control. In this week's column Magee discusses how 
an umpire handles the occasional violence in baseball. 


Question 1 - What is your opinion on the different 
styles used by the National and American League um- 
pires. Which is the best and why? Is it true that the 
strike zones of the two leagues are different? 
Wouldn't it be better to standardize the umpiring 
styles of the two leagues? 

1- The styles of the American and National League 
umpires have always varied. The National. League 
umpires use an inside chest protector worn under the 
shirt or jacket while the American League umpires 
use a “‘balloon"’ type protector that is worn outside. 
The different types of protectors cause the umpires to 
use different styles when working a game. The 
National League umpires (using the inside protector) 
normally work low and close to the catcher - seeing the 
plate area between the catcher and the batter. This 
gives the National League umpire a good view of the 
inside corner of the strike zone, The American League 
umpire can not work quite as close to the catcher due 
to the size and location of the outside chest protector. 

He normally works indirectly in back of the catcher 
looking over the catcher's head to call balls and 
strikes. 

The different styles have resulted in a lower strike 
zone in. the National League. The National League 
style supposedly provides the umpire with a better 
view on the low strikes that are called. 

The different umpiring positions in the two leagues 
makes the N.L. umpire more inclined to call the low 
strike. So when you hear complaints about the “high 
strike" and the “low” strike now you know why those 
pitches are called differently in each league. 

This year the American League has started using the 
type of protector to be worn on the outside of the un- 
iform. The A.L. umpires still have the option as to 
which style they will wear but this summer you will 
probably see more umpires going to the inside protec- 
tors. Eventually baseball might standardize this piece 
of equipment. 

On the high school level I really don't believe that 
there is any difference in the umpires’ strike zones - 
because very few high school pitchers can pitch con- 
sistently in the lower portion of the strike zone. 

I use the inside chest protector because I find it less 
restrictive: 1 don't like carrying the balloon. I also 
find that it makes it easire for me to move about quick- 
ly. This is only a personal preference and doesn't in- 
dicate that one style of protector is more efficient than 
the other. I should add that the umpire receives much 
more protection from the balloon style chest, protec- 
tor. 

I would suggest that new umpires start with the 
larger, balloon type protector until he gets some ex- 
perience. It also helps to work in leagues that have 
good size catchers who have a tendency to protect the 
umpire from foul tips and other hazards of the job. 


Question 2 - A player slides into a base with his 
spikes high. If in the umpire's judgement the sliding 
player is intentionally trying to injure someone - can 
he be thrown out of the game? 

2- Yes. He can and should be ejected from the 
game. The intentionally trying to injure tactic is most 
certainly unsportsmanlike conduct that gives the um- 
pire no alternative but to eject the player. 

There is no place in baseball for intentionally 
attempting to injure someone. Some leagues have a 
ruling that under these circumstances, the ejected 
player also misses the next one or two games. This is 
an indication of how important it is that this type of 
situation be controlled by the umpire. 


Question 3 - Can an umpire really tell when a pitcher 
is throwing at a batter and not just going through a 
wild spell? 

3 - The pitcher is warned if in the umpire’s judge 
ment he has intentionally thrown at a batter. If such a 
pitch is repeated, the umpire can eject the pitcher 
from the game. The umpire can not tell absolutely if 
the pitcher intended to throw at the batter. It is ex- 
tremely difficult to gage a person's intentions. This is 
a judgement call by the umpire. He must be able to 
determine the pulse or tone of the game and evaluate 
the situation to determine his judgement on this call. 


Question 4- What is the hig: school rule concerning a 
pitcher going to his mouth? 

4- Ifa pitcher brings hi spitching hand in contact 
with his mouth while in the 18 foot circle surrounding 
the pitching rubber the umpire will call a ball. 

This rule is tough on a high school pitcher who will 
sometimes go to his mouth as a nervous habit, I have 
yet to see a high school pitcher throw a “‘spitter"” with 
any success. This rule is in the book to protect against 
the “‘spitter."” 

High school umpires will sometimes allow excep- > 
tions to this rule during April games when 40 and 50 | 
degree temperatures make it difficult for the pitcher 
to keep his hands warm.
